THE qualifying draw for the 1994 World 
Cup will be held on December 8 at Madi- 
son Square Garden’s Forum in New 
York. 

This will be the first time the draw will be 
held outside FIFA’s headquarters in Swit- 


zerland. 

The draw to begin at noon will include 
entertainment, soccer highlights and live 
coverage of the draw itself, a procedure 
which will divide the 120 nations expected 
to enter the World Cup into continental qua- 
lifying groups. 

“This will be another milestone on the 
road to 1994,” said Charles G. Cale, chief 
executive officer of World Cup ’94. 

Beginning next year and for the next 18 
months the 120 nations will compete in an 
elimination series which will include as 
many as 300 games. 

The field will be reduced to 22 nations 
which will join the United States (host) and 
Germany (defending champion) at the 1994 
finals. 

The present format will include 13 teams 
from Europe (including Germany), three 
from Africa, two from Asia, three from South 
America and two from North, Central and 
Caribbean America (including the United 
States). 

The 24th team will come from an inter- 
continental playoff structure involving Oce- 
ania, South America and CONCACAF. 

Australia will participate in this group.

Marconi on target for honours 
_a5 big signing spree continues

DESPITE the dra- 
matic events which 
took place at Bos- 
sley Park during the 
off season, NSL gla- 
mour club Marconi 
Fairfield is well on 
the way towards 
sorting out its pro- 
blems and is now 
hell bent on staging 
an all-out assault to 
regain the champ- 
ionship. 

An unexpected 
bonus for Marconi 
could be the return of 
former Socceroo defen- 
der Gary Van Egmond 
from Belgium who is set 
to rejoin the club after a 
season with Roda JC. 

Van Egmond has 
made it clear to Mar- 
coni officials that his 
future lies in Australia 
and negotiations have 
already begun for him 
to rejoin the squad. 

This surprise de- 
velopment should rein- 
force the former cham- 
pions‘determined at- 
tempts to get the show 
back on the road after 
the alarming happen- 
ings since the end of last 
season 

Following a slump 
which saw the title fav- 
ourites obtain just one 
victory in their last ten 
matches, a strong at- 
lempt was made by a 
faction within the clubs 
soccer committee to re- 
place’ coach Beri 
Mariani. 

A compromise was 
soon reached, however, 
which left Mariani in 
control for a fifth suc- 
cessive season and new 
manager Ken Hastie 
appointed to take over 
all administrative 
duties. 

This new structure 
was seen as somewhat 
surt»rising in some 
quarters as Mariani is 
widely regarded as a 
tughly tulented admini- 
strator but the work- 
load was simply becom- 
ing much too great. 

Mariani is now able 
to devote all his energi- 
es towards getting 
team thoroughly prepa- 
red for the challenge of 
the new season ahead. 

Early reports indicat- 
ing a large number of 
defections from Bos- 
sley Park have proved 
to be unfounded. Cer- 
tainly the departure of 
superbly talented Paul 
Okon to Belgium is a 
heavy loss not only for 
Marconi but also to 
Australian soccer, 
nevertheless, his over- 
seas move was by no 
means unexpected. 

At this stage, the only 
«1 player who is defi- 
ly leaving is defen- 
der M uk Jones,who has 
bee. transfer fisted at 
$35,000. 


= 


Hastie concedes, 
however. that the 
futures of long serving 
defender Robbie Whe- 
atley and classy midfiel- 
der Peter Katholos are 
very much in the air. 

“They both indicated 
that a move could be in 
their best interest’? he 
admitted, “‘we don’t re- 
ally want to lose either 
of them but we gave 
them the go ahead to 
speak to any other in- 
terest parties. 

‘So far there has 
been no direct negotia- 
tions with anyone al- 
though we understand 
that Sydney Olympic is 
showing a lot of interest 
in Katholos;’ Hastie 
said. 

The possible loss of 
these players will be a 
major blow for the for- 
mer champions. Katho- 
los was at his creative 
best last season but a 
number of run inside 
with Mariani may have 
proved unsettling. 

Wheatley took over 
the sweeper§ role from 
Okon towards the latter 
part of the year — a po- 
sition which he’s pos- 
sibly best suited for and 
with Okon’s departure, 
Marconi would have a 
ready-made, seasoned 
replacement to fill the 
gap. 

There has also been 
speculation that left 
side defender Jean-Paul 
de Marigny was on the 
way out but Hastie 
strongly denies the ru- 
mours. ““He has not 


‘been placed on.the 


transfer list and we have 
no intention of doing 
so7 he said.” D2 Mari- 
gny has been given per- 
mission to guest with 
Brisbane City but that’s 
as far as it goes. As far as 
we're concerned, Jean 
Paul will be _ staying 
with us.” 

Reports that giant 
goalkeeper Bob Catlin 
and Socceroo striker 
David Lowe were on 
the move also proved to 
be totally unfounded. 
They signed new con- 
tracts with the club just 
last week. 


““Marconi had a 
squad of fifteen players 
after Zlatko Nastevski 
was sold to Wollongong 
Macedonia last sea- 
son,” Hastie explained, 

“and it will be increased 
to sixteen again this 
year. We have definite- 
ly lost Okcn and trans- 
fer listed Jones but the 
signing of Milan Blago- 
jevic from Apia and 
Gus Cerro irom Melita 
has enabled us to re- 
place them. 

Therefore, we are 
still in the market for 
another player to give 
us the sixteeneman 
squad we want. We are 
currently negotiating 
with a Sydney-based 
player and are close to 
clinching the deal, an 


announcement can be 
expected anytime.” 
Hastie was quite 
open about the fact that 
Marconi had veen more 
than a little interested 
in getting the services 
of the immensely talen- 
ted Ned Zelic from Syd- 
ney Croatia,“but not at 
the $46,000 fixed by the 
appeals tribunal,’ he 
said. “I understand that 
Croatia also expects a 
percentage from any 
possible future trans- 
fer. At that rate, Zelic is 
virtually being priced 
out of the market.” 
Providing Wheatley 
and Katholos can fix up 
their differences with 
the club, Marconi will 


* not have the new look 


team that everyone had 
been expecting. In fact, 
Mariani will possibly 
have an even stronger 
squad at his disposal. 


Blagojevic has 
shown in his Socceroo 
appearances that he is a 
class player who will 
contribute greatly to 
the championship chal- 
lenge while Gus Cerro 
is an exciting midfielder 
who can add a great 
deal of flair to the side. 


Should either Katho- 
los or Wheatley decide 
to move elsewhere, ho- 
wever, Marconi‘s not 
short of funds to obtain 
adequate replacements 
thanks to the record 
$300,000 transfer fee 
received from the sale 
of Okon. 

The much admired 
professional seteup 
which exists at Bossley 
Park is a tremendous at- 
traction to most play- 
ers. ‘‘Everyhody wants 
to play for Marconi,’ 
Hastie says.” So we Ye 
not in a bad position”. 

Not bad indeed, whi- 

le success can often 
bring its own problems 
with it and no matter 
what difficulties Mar- 
coni may at times expe- 
rience, it’s little wonder 
that most soccer pun- 
dits expect a finely tu- 
ned green machine to 
smoothly roll on to 
another mighty cham- 
pionship challenge in

PORTUGAL, the country which held the 
Sixth World Youth Championship for the 
FIFA/Coca-Cola Cup, owes its internatio- 
nal football stature mainly to the laurels of 
its famous clubs, Benfica Lisbon, Sporting 
Lisbon and Porto. = 

In 1961 and 1962 Benfica won the Euro- 
pean Champion Clubs’ Cup. Porto fol- 
lowed suit in 1987 and at the same time 
carried off the Toyota Cup. Like Benfica, 
Sporting’s greatest success at European 
level is way back in the past: in 1964 they 
won the European Cup Winners’ Cup. 

In the sixties the national team greatly 
benefited from the successes of Benfica 
and Sporting. Led by Eusebio they came 
third in the 1966 World Cup in England and 
it ‘was the very first time that they had 


taken part in a World Championship. 


In their national 
championships, played 
since 1934, the three big 
names virtually hold a 
monopoly on the title: 
in the last 56 years the 
trophy has ended up in 
the showcase of one of 
these clubs no fewer 
than 55 times. 

Only one club man- 
aged to briefly break its 
way through this total 
predominance. This 
was Belenenses who 
seized the title in 1946 
and incidentally were 
also from Lisbon. 

Since the beginning 
of the 1990/91 season 
however, the number of 
Portugal’s football 
strongholds has grown 
from two to three. Fun- 
chal, the capital of 
Madeira has now 
caught up on Lisbon 


and Porto and proudly 
takes its place in the 
first division with three 
teams: Maritimo, Naci- 
onal and Uniao. 

Madeira is an Atlan- 
tic island in the Azores, 
550km from the Afri- 
can coast on the same 
latitude as Casablanca. 
With a surface of 740 sq 
km and 300,000 inhabi- 
tants (a third of whom 
live in Funchal) Madeira 
is the largest and most 
heavily populated of 
the five-island archipe- 
lago formed by a volca- 
nic eruption in the Ter- 
tiary era. 

Its turbulent creation 
is ubiquitously in evi- 
dence: the centre of the 
island is typified by high 
mountains and deep ra- 
vines, whereas the 
coastline is traced with 
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solidfied streams of 
lava cutting into the 
steep cliffs falling shar- 
ply into the sea. 

Due to the mild cli- 
mate — the tempera- 
ture rarely sinks under 
15°C in the winter — the 
island is virtually a 
swimming garden re- 
dolent with an abun- 
dance of exotic flora 
and fruit, such as bou- 
gainvillea, jacaranda 
and almond trees, para- 
dise flowers (strelitzia), 
marakujas, papayas 
and avocados. 

Incidentally the 
name Funchal is a clear 
indication of Madeira’s 
luxuriant flora. Fun- 
chal is derived from the 
word ‘‘funcho”’ mean- 
ing fennel, a yellow-flo- 
wered umbelliferous 
herb whose all-perva- 
sive perfume enraptu- 
red Madeira’s early 
colonists. There is some 
argument as to who of- 
ficially discovered the 
archipelago. 

Historians claim that 
a Portuguese called 
Joao Goncalves Zarco 
dropped anchor there 
in 1419 and in the name 
of Henry the Navigator 
staked a claim on it for 
the Portuguese crown. 

According to legend, 
however, it was dis- 
covered by an English 
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MADEIRA’

adventurer called Ro- 
bert Machim. Machim 
and his sweetheart were 


‘supposedly shipwrec- 


ked off the coast in 
1346. 

The village of Machi- 
co on the southeastern 
coast — whose club 
plays in the third divi- 
sion — is named in me- 
mory of the stranded 
lovers. Madeira’s other 
claim to fame is the fact 
that it was once the do- 
micile of an illustrious 
personality.

In 1470 Christopher 
Columbus married the 
governor’s daughter 
and lived for some time 
in Funchal. 

Madeira’s political 
status is a self-gover- 
ning community (simi- 
lar to the Faroes within 
the kingdom of Den- 
mark) in which the po- 
pulation is permitted to 
set up its own regional 
parliament. 

This assembly then 
elects its own regional 
president. The presi- 


dent subsequently 
forms a cabinet of sec- 
retaries who, as in any 
classical | administra- 
tion, function as regio- 
nal ministers in the vari- 
ous spheres of local 
government. 

Portugal is itself re- 
presented in Madeira 
by a ministerial dele- 
gate who is nominated 
directly by the Presi- 
dent of the Portuguese 
Republic. 

The president of the 
regional government, 


Alberto Ja6a Jardim, 
plays a significant role 
in Madeira’s football 
life. Practically ninety 
per cent of the resour- 
ces of Maritimo, Nacio- 
nal and Uniao are fun- 
ded by public subsidies. 
The Island’s taxpay- 
ers are correspondingly 
called upon to pay up 
and President Jardim 
had no other alterna- 
tive but to start talks 
with club represent- 
atives to look into the 
possibilities of an

amalgamation of the 
three clubs, 

The aim is to form a 
powerful club which 
could represent Madei- 
ra in Portuguese profes- 
sional football with the 
added potential of 
being strong enough to 
conquer a coveted pla- 
ce in European compe- 
titions. Such a union 
however seems pretty 
unlikely for all three of 
these clubs have their 
own longstanding tradi- 
tion which has taken 
shape over the span of 
almost eighty long 
years of their existence. 

What is more, their 
rivalry is for one part 
based on their different 
political philosophies. 

Martimo, founded in 
September 1910, is the 
oldest of the three clubs 
as well as the most suc- 
cessful. In 1925/26, is al- 
most ‘“‘prehistoric”’ 
times, Maritimo were 
champions for the first 
and so far only time. 

In more recent times, 
i.e. 1976/77 and 1981/82 
they climbed to the top 
of the second division 
and consequently won 
promotion into the 
first. 

Maritimo have never 
looked back since and 
in 1984/85 they achie- 
ved their best ever re- 
sult by coming fifth. 
Club manager is at pre- 
sent the Brazilian Paolo 
Autuori. Like most of 
his counterparts in the 
other top Portuguese 
clubs he has a whole 
row of Brazilian players 
at his disposal. 

The foreign contin- 
gent is completed by the 
Barbados striker Peter 
Hinds. Maritimo is also 
backed by the greatest 
number of supporters 
and loyal spectators. 

Approximately 
10,000 fans are registe- 
red as ‘‘socios” and at 
every home match — 
with the players dressed 
in red and green, the 
colours of the Portugu- 
ese Republic — there is 
an average crowd of 
11,000. 

Black and white, the 
colours of the monar- 
chy and aristocracy, are 
those of the other club 
that also has a long- 
standing tradition to 
look back on. Nacional 
was also founded in 
1910, albeit is Nelio 
Menonca, President of 
Madeira’s regional as- 
sembly. 

The post of manager 
is once again occupied 
by a Brazilian, Jair Pi- 
cerni. Nacional only 
made it into the top di- 
vision the season before 
last, winning 14th place 
in last year’s champion- 
ships. 


Nacional’s goalkeeper Gilmar — no relation to 
his legendary Brazilian namesake. 


Several of the club’s 
mainstays are also of 
Brazilian ori, 

Goalkeeper Gilmar 
(no relation to the Gil- 
mar in the Brazilian 
team which won the 
World Championship 
in 1958 and 1962), defen- 
ded from the front by 
the backs Heitor and 
Toninho, with Rober- 
tinho and Edmilson for- 
ming the attack along 
with te Nigerian Syl- 
vanus. 

Nacional caused a 
sensation in the 1991/92 
championship by beat- 
ing the titleholder Por- 
to 2-1 on the opponent’s 
home ground.

Bids by 24 US cities 


TWENTY-FOUR American communities, bidding for the right to 
serve as hosts for the 1994 World Cup and other events of the 
series, recently took another major step in the venue selection 
process when they delivered oral presentations in Los Angeles. 

World Cup USA 1994 will recommend venues to FIFA ina few weeks time. 

A final list of host communities will be announced in early December. 

_The various delegations included two governors, two lieutenant governors, 
eight mayors, and 16 city, state and county officials who accompanied their 
local bid committees to the Century Plaza Hotel where a 12-member panel 
heard the procedings. 

“The quality of the presentations was outstanding,” said Charles G. Cale, 
chief-executive officer of World Cup USA 1994. 

Bid committees had 40 minutes with the panel. 

The initial 20-minute segment included a description of financial support 
from local governments and the private sector, as well as a demonstration of 
soccer roots in the community. 

The second half was devoted to questions from the panel. 

“During the process, we were able to ask many questions which clarified 
certain issues, and each community demonstrated it is a worthy candidate,” 
said Cale. 

On the lighter side, the Los Angeles group brought six members of the USC 
marching band and Mickey Mouse, while Boston-Foxboro arrived with a two- 
pound lobster. 

Competing events at proposed stadiums, playing surfaces, the removal of 
advertising signs, and renovations at stadiums make the selection an involved 
one. 

Also, some bid committees have to contend with growing grass inside 
domed stadiums. 

But Ross Berlin, senior vice-president-venues, is optimistic about the 
committees’ responses to these potential problems. 

“They've got to find a way to make their stadiums available and theyre 
being creative,” he said. 

New York and New Jersey did not make oral presentations but planned 
separate meetings with World Cup "94 representatives. 

Las Vegas, bidding for the final draw, and other cities interested in this 
ceremony, will make their presentations at a later date. 

The committees bid for some of the 52 games ' which may be played in as 
many as 12 locations. 

There will be 36 round-robin games, played in six groups of four teams each. 

Eight games in the first round of 16; four in the quarter finals; two in the 
semi-finals; one third-place game and the final to determine the 1994 cham- 


pion.

JUST the other 
week the NSW Soc- 
cer Federation un- 
veiled its plans for 
the future with the 
release of docu- 
ments setting out 
objectives for the 
immediate future. 


Clubs from the major 
divisions were told of a 
number of important 
decisions taken by the 
Board of Directors and 
management which wo- 
uld set the scene for an 
overhaul of the present 
system. 

The appointment of a 
specialist Marketing 
Manager has been on 
the cards for some time 
and has been generally 
welcomed. 


Regional Develop- 
ment is an issue which is 
being especially ad- 
dressed, with the aim of 
making country areas 
more fully a part of the 
overall picture of soccer 
in the state. 

The introduction of a 
Regional League by 
1993 will be keenly anti- 
cipated. 

The Schools pro- 
gramme for both girls 
and boys should be very 
worthwhile, with 
coaching standards 
being improved and 
new links being esta- 


blished between pro- 
fessionals playing the 
game and aspiring 
youngsters. 

This should allow for 
a greater understand- 
ing of the significance of 
soccer as a game for 
player and spectator 
alike and should do 
much to bridge the gap 
between youngsters 
playing soccer in 
schools and in junior 
clubs and those invol- 
ved in the senior game 
where numbers fall 
away so substantially. 

The main focus of 
this story, however, is 
on the announcement 
of a Super League for 
the 1992 season which 
was received with 
mixed feelings. 

The likely stumbling 
blocks for each club are 
shown below:

THREE of the chan- 
ges proposed in an 
attempt to revamp 
the ailing Victorian 
Premier League 
have been acce- 
pted by the VSF 
Board of Manage- 
ment, with a plan- 
ned home-and- 
away state champ- 
ions‘play-off be- 
tween Victoria and 
NSW to commence 
this year. 

That is the first of the 
initiatives to become a 
reality. 

Other changes acce- 
pted, in principle, in- 
clude a top five series to 
decide the Victorian 
champion from the 
1992 season, and a two 
NSL guest player rul- 
ing, also to come into 
force from next year. 

However, a sugges- 
tion that the Premier 
League reserves com- 
petition be dumped in 
favour of a youth lea- 
gue, similar to the 
NSL system, is unlikely 
to be pursued. 

To accommodate the 
number of clubs apply- 
ing to field youth teams 
in the NSL competition 
this summer, the VSF 
has put a written sub- 
mission to the ASF sug- 
gesting a two-division 
southern competition 
for 1991-92. 

The VSF submission 
to admit upwards of 20 
youth teams into Sout- 
hern, Division competi- 
tion has not been ruled 
out by the ASF. 

The other major 
change, the idea of the 
Premier League going 
into head-to-head com- 
petition with the NSL. 
by reverting to a Jan- 
uary kick-off in 1992, 
has been rejected by the 
VSF board. 

The top five play-offs 
concept, which will 
only affect the Premier 
League from next sea- 
son, will have to be ac- 
cepted by all VSF mem- 
ber clubs at a Special 
General Meeting, as it 
requires amendments 
to the constitution of 
the federation. 

The contentious gu- 
est player issue has also 
finally been addressed, 
with the board accept-

ing a two player limit as 
from 1992. 

VSF assistant execu- 
tive director, Terry 
Jones, is currently 
working on a document 
reflecting the new rul- 
ing, which will go back 
before the board for fi- 
nal approval. 


As part of the new 
loan player limit, the 
VSF is expected to offi- 
cially recognise loan 
player transfers for the 
first time next season.

drastic change now neede 


THE Victorian Pre- 
mier League is 
courting disaster, 
and it is the players 
who face paying 
the price. 

Premier League 
players face death or 
serious injury every 
time they take the field 
in Victoria’s so-called 
top grade competition. 

Despite calls for a 
new level of professio- 
nalism at Premier Lea- 
gue level, Victorian 
clubs are not compelled 
to provide even the 
most rudimentary me- 
dical supervision at any 
Premier League 
fixture. 

So whilst top admini- 
strators continue to 
push for better press 
and spectator facilities, 
the players, so often the 
poor relations, take 
their lives in their hands 
every time they take the 
field. 

Recent serious inju- 
ries to Thomastown 
player-coach Ken Mur- 
phy and Albion veteran 
Tyrone James have 
once again highlighted 
the neccessity for train- 
ed medical supervision 
at grounds. 

James and Murphy 
both suffered broken 
legs in senior games re- 


cently, and although — 


both were adequately 
attended to, in James’ 
case, more serious in- 
jury might have resul- 
ted for want of proper 
medical supervision. 

James crashed to the 
ground writhing in 
agony in the round 22 
match at Skinner Re- 
serve against Morwell 
Falcons, his leg shatte- 
ted with a bone piercing 
the skin. 

He lay prone, his face 
contorted in pain, for 25 
minutes as he waited for 


an ambulance. 

Albion, despite hay- 
ing seen players Dome- 
nic Diliberto (1989) and 
Sertac Karayal (1990) 
suffer the same fate in 
successive seasons, did 
not have a trained me- 
dical officer on hand. 

“When it happens, 
sometimes you cannot 
touch a player and we 
felt that the injury was 
serious enough to do 


just that”, said club 
spokesman Bill 
Mustafa. 


“We got blankets 
and covered the player 
and used the stretcher 
to block the wind. 

“But it was a case of 
waiting until the ambu- 
lance arrived because 
they were the only peo- 
ple who were qualified 
to know what to do”. 

Morwell eoach Bob- 
by McLachlan paid tri- 
bute to match referee 
Jim Hogg, saying that 
he made all the right de- 
cisions in a difficult situ- 
ation. 

“T just saw the boy 
down injured”, 
McLachlan said after- 
wards, 

“He (Hogg) just 
came over and said that 
the fellow was in lots of 
pain and that he didn’t 
think he should be 
moved”. 

Both Hogg and the 
Albion officials were 
correct in their judge- 
ment — James would 
almost certainly have 
suffered further had he 
been moved. 

But the point is that 
good luck, not good 
management, guided 
their actions. 

What would have 
been the scenario had 
James suffered an iden- 
tical injury to that of 
Alan Davidson, who 
went to ground against 
Sydney City at Middle 


Park in 1984, swallow- 
ing his tongue in the 
process? 

Only quick thinking 
by a Hellas fan who ran 
off the terraces, and the 
subsequent actions of 
the then Slickers phy- 
sio Mike Hickman sa- 
ved ‘Davo’, who was 
writhing on the ground 
and turning blue, from 
possible death. 

The chance of the 
same ad-hoc treatment 
being available at some 
poorly attended Premi- 
er League games is 
negligeable. 

Mustafa agrees, 
saying that his club will 
be pushing for compul- 
sory medical officers at 
grounds given the 
events of recent days. 

“I agree that it wo- 
uld be a terrific idea”, 
he told ABSW. 

“Some clubs do 
have medical people, 
some do not. 

“But I don’t think it 
would hurt clubs too 
much to have a qualifi- 
ed person on hand at all 
times. 

“Our club will be 
pushing for it”. 

Murphy, who was 
full of praise for the ac- 
tion taken by officials 
when he broke his leg at 
Croydon in round 21, 
was a team mate of 
Davidson back on that 
fateful day in 1984. 

He recalls running to 
Davidson’s aid, seeing 
him turning blue and 
thinking the player was 
going to die. 

He doesn’t want to 
ever repeat the experi- 
ence. 

“The situation has 
to be addressed”, says 
the Thomastown 
player-coach. 

“T was lucky at 
Croydon. 

“At Thomastown 
we have a supporter 
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who has a chiropractic 
clinic and either he or 
one or two of his off- 
siders are at every 
game. 

“As well as that, the 
physio at Croydon was 
terrific. 

“Even though they 
weren't required, the 
Croydon people had 
the stretcher and the 
airbag out in a couple of 
moments”. 

According to Mur- 
phy, his skipper Dean 
Hennessey wasn’t so 
lucky when he went 
down with a broken leg 
at Oakleigh early in the 
season. 

Murphy said the 
stretcher was nowhere 
to be seen. 


“At the very least 
there should be some- 
one at each club who 
knows where the stret- 
cher is, where the air- 
bag is and they should 
know exactly what to 
do”, he told ABSW. 

I myself witnessed 
the almost farcical situ- 
ation at Mooroolbark 
this season when Bul- 
leen defender Bill Tsia- 
kos went down with a 
broken leg and it took 
club officials a full ele- 
ven minutes to locate 
the stretcher. 

When it was finally 
produced, it seemingly 
took an age for anyone 
to be able to operate the 
stretcher, one of the 
modern ‘slat’ type de- 


signs, where slats are 
slipped under the pati- 
ent and then connected 
to the support poles. 
Victorian Soccer Fe- 
deration executive 
director, George Wal- 
lace, concedes that the 
recent events have gi- 
ven the VSF just cause 
to reconsider the issue. 


At this time there is 
no compulsion on clubs 
to provide trained me- 
dical officers. 

“It has always been 
accepted that clubs pro- 
vide some form of me- 
dical treatment, how- 
ever”, he said last 
week. 


“Each club must 
have a medical room 


Se. es 


and a stretcher on hand 
as well”. 

Wallace conceded 
that it must now be a 
consideration of the 
VSF to attempt to legis- 
late for adequate medi- 
cal supervision at gro- 
unds, following the lead 
of the state team, which 
has a doctor on hand for 
all matches. 

The odds are that a 
Premier League club 
will be faced with a life- 
or-death situation at 
some time in the future. 

Concussion, ruptu- 
red kidneys or a punctu- 
red lung are all rare in- 
juries, but none-the- 
less likely in demanding 
football codes such as 
soccer, 

All are potentially 
life-threatening. 

I would doubt there 
would be more than six 
Premier League clubs 
with. medical officers on 
hand on a weekly basis 
capable of dealing with 
such injuries in a pro- 
fessional manner. 

I would also doubt 
that a snap inspection of 
Premier League faciliti- 
es would reveal more 
than the very basic me- 
dical facilities. 

Even the AFL junior 
‘Little League’ compe- 
tition requires the pre- 
sence of a fully trained 
medical officer at each 
of its games. 

As a semi-professio- 
nal body the VSF must 
act immediately to en- 
sure that every club ful- 
fills its obligations to 
the health of its players. 

Victoria’s St John’s 
Ambulance service of- 
fers a comprehensive 
first aid training course 
at the cost of just $90. 

There is also a level 
one Sports Training 
Course offered by St 
John’s Ambulance, 
which is run in conjun- 
ction with the Austra- 
lian Sports Medical Fe- 
deration, which costs 
$180. 

Clubs should be di- 
rected to spend what is a 
relatively minimal 
amount of time and mo- 
ney on attending the 
courses.

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Newcastle may be a 
long way from Portu- 
gal, but the Coal City 
has rekindled the en- 
thusiasm of World 
Youth squad omis- 
sion Darren Hillier. 

The 19-year-old mid- 
fielder from Brisbane 
Lions was among the first 
seven signings 
announced by new 
Breakers coach Bruce 
Stowell last week and the 
talented midfielder is 
approaching his new 
challenge with all the in- 
tensity of a world 
championship. 

“This is my chance to 
prove a few people 
wrong,” Hillier said. 

The teenage Queens- 
land sensation 
was cut from the Austra- 
lian squad at the final 
stage of qualifying round 
preparations and had to 
share only on television 
the joy of his former 
team-mates finishing 
fourth. 

Naturally given the 
team’s great success, 
Hillier rates it as the most 
disappointing event of 
his illustrious career 

“Things happened in 
the final selection stages 
that even now I find diffi- 
cult to understand,” 
Hillier said. “But I think 
that the fact that I was 
from Queensland and 
not playing regular 
national league football 
did not help my chances 
when the final squad was 
named.” 

But the disappoint- 
ment of missing the 
youth side has been 

shed into the past and 

illier is eagerly looking 
forward to working his 
way into the newBreak- 
ers team and matching 
his skills against those 
who enjoyed the semi-fi- 
nal glory in Portugal. 

Hillier is excited about 
the prospects of joining 
the new club and has few 
regrets about leaving 
Queensland soccer. 

“From the moment I 
began negotiating with 
Bruce and the Newcastle 
people, I had the feeling 
that the club was going 
somewhere,” Hillier 
said. “There seemed to 
be an air of quiet confi- 
dence and I feel good to 
be part of that. 

“I didn’t get that same 
feeling when I was speak- 
ing with the Brisbane 
United officials. While 
Newcastle seemed to 
have everything mapped 
out, Brisbane United 
had trouble answering 
some of my questions 
abouth the future.” 

Hillier’s loss isa blow 
for Brisbane United as 
the former Institute of 
Sport team captain is 
rated by many as one of 
the best Queensland soc- 
cer products since the era 
that produced Frank Fari- 


na, Steve Jackson and 
Danny Wright. 

Stowell certainly has 
no doubts about Hillier’s 
potential. While many of 
his former Queensland 
State team charges would 
have jumped at the 
chance for a Newcastle 
contract, Stowell 
appears to have been 
quite selective and defi- 
nite in signing only Hil- 
lier at this stage. 

“I have watched Dar- 
ren’s progress through 
the youth ranks in 
Queensland and I have 
no doubts that if he ap- 
plies himself at Newcas- 
tle he can put himself in 
strong contention for 
first team considera- 
tion,” Stowell said. 

“It was never my in- 
tention to attempt to 
bring a whole lot of 
Queenslanders to 
Newcastle, but in Darren 
lam sure we have got one 
of the state’s best young 
players.” 

Hillier was keenly 
sought by Brisbane Un- 
ited, although the club 
attempted todownplay his 
loss when Hillier’s 
move to Newcastle was 
announced, 

Brisbane United 
coach Miron Bleiberg 
claimed Hillier was not a 
key player in his plans for 
the Brisbane United first 
team as he did not con- 
sider the young midfiel- 
der “up to NSL standard 
at the moment”. 

Hillier, who has held 
down a spot in Juan 
Cutillas’ Queensland 
team this year, was baf- 
fled by Bleiberg’s com- 
ments and angered by 
unsourced newspaper 
reports which claimed he 
had accepted Newcas- 
tle’s offer on a promise of 
first team football with 
the Breakers. 

“Anyone who has 
played under Bruce 
Stowell would know that 
no-one is promised a 
shirt, and I am certainly 
no different,” Hillier 
said. 

“Some of the Bris- 
bane United comments 
just appear to be sour 
grapes. I’m not con- 
cerned if they don’t rate 
me as an NSL player, 
they are just more people 
I intend to prove 
wrong.” 

Hillier’s move into the 
NSL is an inevitable step 
in a career which began 
in unlikely surrounds. 


The gifted footballer 
began playing with 
Greenbank, an outer 
suburbs clubs founded 
by his father Andy which 
has never had a team 
higher than Fourth Divi- 
sion and currently has no 
senior representation. 

But Hillier’s ability 
took him beyond those 

«perimeters and his out- 
standing form in the 
junior ranks saw him rise 
above his age group. Af- 
ter short stints with Lions 
and Acacia Ridge, Hill- 
ier not surprisingly was 
drafted into the Brisbane 
South junior representa- 
tive team which at that 
stage played in the fix- 
ture competition. 

Hillier graduated with 
honors from the talent- 
improving scheme and 
jumped at the chance of a 
scholarship at the AIS. 

“The Institute was 
great,” Hillier said. “I 
felt it matured me as a 
player. 

“I found it easy to 
adapt because in a lot of 
ways Ron Smith is simi- 
lar to Bruce Stowell. Liv- 
ing away from home also 
has ensured my move to 
Newcastle will be a lot 
easier.” 

The only hitch in Hill- 
ier’s transfer now 
appears to be at which 
stage of the season he will 
be released by Lions. 

As a white form 
(amateur) player, he is 
technically linked to the 
club until the end of 
October and after the 
XXXX League grand fi- 
nal. But Hillier is keen to 
be in Newcastle by early 

September. 

That would mean quit- 
ting Lions after the last 
XXXX League fixture 
and missing the final 
play-offs. 

“I can understand the 
club doesn’t want to lose 
a player for the finals, but 
they must understand my 
future is not at Richlands 
anymore. I have been 
playing for nothing all 
year and I believe I 
should be entitled to go 
when I want to,” Hillier 
said. 

“It’s going to be di- 
sappointing not to con- 
test the finals series be- 
cause that is what you are 
playing for all season, 
but I have to take a lon- 
ger term view of things. 

“IT want to be in 
Newcastle for the start of 
their pre-season run-in.” 


The high turnover of 
top coaches in 
Queensland soccer 
this season has not 
daunted those at the 
grassroots level with 
another of the highly 
successful level two 
course to be run again 
in October. 

The courses have been 
the breeding ground for 
some of Queensland’s 
top coaches, although 
some may argue it is time 
several committee men

Even before the dust 
has settled on the Young 
Socceroos’ superb fourth 
placing in the World 
Youth Championships in 
Portugal, results are 
already being analysed 
and trends assessed in an 
effort to stay one step 


- ahead of the opposition. 


In the cut-throat arena 
that is world soccer, 
those who take their eyes 
off the ball are doomed. 

Australian Institute of 
Sport coach Ron Smith 
summed it up when he 
cited the example of the 
United States. “In the 
championship held in 
Saudi Arabia two years 
ago they did very well to 
finish fourth, but they 
did not even qualify for 
Portugal,”’ he said. 

“Those who believe 
that because we did so 
well this time we are at 
least semi-finalists in 
1993 are kidding them- 
selves. It simply doesn’t 
world that way.” 

Only one member of 
the 1991 squad will still 
be young enough in 1993, 
so on the surface it 
appears national youth 
coach Les Schienflug will 
be beginning from 
scratch. 

In fact,even while the 
Young Socceroos were 
doing so well in Portugal, 
Smith and his deputies 
were at work on the play- 
ing foundations for the 
next competition. 

Assistant team bosses 
Steve O'Connor and 
Tom Sermanni took the 
AIS squad on a tour of 
Chile and Argentina, 
where they were joined 
by Smith after he had 
taken in the Portuguese 
titles with the aim of jud- 
ging the directions soccer 
is taking at this level. 

“Perhaps the most 
significant development 
is that the majority of 
teams played five in the 
midfield, and the best al- 
ways had two excellent 
ones among them — 
playmakers who could 
control the pace of the 
game and were good at 
keeping possession,” 
Smith said. “That was 
the key to Portugal’s 
eventual success, 

“Another develop- 
ment is that you have to 
be quick. I hardly saw a 
slow player 2* th: tourna- 
ment — the Argentines 
had one and he ended up 
being sent off. 

“And if you can’t play 
the short-passing game 
your days are num- 
bered.” 

Smith said the AIS, 
composed of players who 
will be eligible for the 
1993 competition, went 
to South America to 
learn and develop foot- 
ball skills — “which is a 
bit different to going 


there with the intention 
of winning 
game.” 

“The tour highlighted 
several areas: the need to 
protect the ball and the 
speed with which we 
have to provide support 
for the player on the 
ball,” he said. 

“The first touch of 
our Opponents was really 
good — they were ex- 
perts in getting their 
bodies into positions 
where you couldn't get a 
bite of the ball.” 

The tour began in 
Buenos Aires with a 
game against Platense — 
the result was a goal-less 
draw. Sermanni said it 
had been a cold, winter’s 
day on a bumpy pitch 
with the team still adjus- 
ting to its new environ- 
ment. 

The first goal came 
against Gymnasia Esgri- 
ma in a 1-1 draw. The 
club had been beaten 
comprehensively in Can- 
berra earlier this year, 
but this time it fielded a 
much older team. The 
AIS scored first through 
Ice Kutlesovski, but the 
opposition played 
patiently and a lapse of 
concentration presented 
it with an equaliser. 

The Institute got on 
the winner’s board by 
beating Velez Sarsfield 
1-0. “It was the 
strongest team we had 
played so far and our 
goalkeeper, Vince 
‘Matassa, kept us in the 
game in the second 
half,” Sermanni said. 
“They helped by mis- 
sing a penalty.” 

Vince Kalogeracos 
scored the winner when 
he chipped the ball over 
the goalkeeper after a 
breakaway. 

The next game against 
River Plate produced a 2- 
2 draw. The home side 
went ahead with “a 
cracker of a goal,” then 
the AIS took the lead 
through Ante Moric and 
Ante Milicic. “They 
equalised through a no- 
thing kind of goal — after 
that the game could have 
gone either way,” Ser- 
manni said. 

Chile produced the 
first loss of the tour, 2-0 
to Colo Colo Smith said 
the Institute “contri- 
buted to its Jemise” by 
giviny players too much 
room, and once again 
Matassa was particularly 
active. Bott Colo Colo 
goals came in the first 
half. one se fed by Mark 
Sorrentino in his own 
net. 

A game against Uni- 
versidad Catolica was 
rained off,followed by 
Universidad Chile which 
was lost 4-1. 

“Strangely enough 
that was one of our better 
performances and | still 
believe we were quite 
capable of winning,”

Smith said. “They went 
ahead, we equalised 
through Moric then they 
went ahead agian with a 
freak goal after 78 mi- 
nutes after our goalkeep- 
er, Frank Juric, had slip- 
ped in the mud. 

“After that it was a bit 
of a bugle charge for our 
lads as they tried to get 
the equaliser and a cou- 
ple of Universidad’s 
World Youth Cup play- 
ers showed their class 
when they scored two on 
the break in the last three 
minutes.” 

By this time Danny 
Stowers, Sorrentino and 
Kutlesovski were on the 
injured list, simplifying 
the selection process for 
the last game against 
Wanderers, which was 
won 2-0. Both goals 
came in the second half 
through Milicic and 
Goran Lozanovski. 

“That game was play- 
ed on a nice pitch in gen- 
erally favourable condi- 
tions and showed how 
much we had learnt on 
tour,” Smith said. “I 
would really like to have 
had the chance of playing 
Colo Colo again just to 
judge how much we had 
improved.” 

The AIS now begins 
preparations for the 
summer National Youth 
League and Smith ex- 
pects to keep most of the 
Squad together until the 
end of the school year 
“when we will probably 
be seeing a few 
changes”.

A complete re-or- 
ganisation of the 
club system in ACT 
soccer is one of the 
fundamental re- 
commendations of 
the Neame report 
into the code. 

If accepted it will 
mean the end of the 
semi-social one-or- 
two-team outfits which 
currently play in the 
lower divisions of the 
ACT League. 

They will have to 
amalgamate with up to 
10 super-clubs which 
will form the basis of the 
competition as it heads 
through the decade and 
into the 21st Century. 

These clubs, called 
“major clubs” in the re- 
port, will have defined 
geographic areas in 
which to operate. They 
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will be responsible for 
the development of 
junior soccer in their 
areas with the aim of 
providing youngsters 
with a clear career path 
from mini-soccer to 
seniors. 

While recognising 
their special circum- 
stances, the report 
signals an end to the 
role of the four institu- 
tional clubs at the high- 
est level of ACT 
competition. Univer- 
sity of Canberra curren- 
tly plays in the First Di- 
vision while ANU and 
the Australian Defence 
Academy have appea- 
red in the top flight dur- 
ing the last decade — 
the recommendation is 
they play no higher than 
the Second Division. 

On the administra- 
tive side the report ad- 
vocates a replacement 
of the ACTSF’s com- 
mittee system with a 
six-person board of di- 
Tectors, incorporating 


both the senior and ju- 
nior leagues. Each di- 
rector would be respon- 
sible for a portfolio and 
Neame suggest they 
need not all come from 
within the existing soc- 
cer community. 

One of the aims of the 
revamped federation 
will be to point Can- 
berra soccer in the di- 
rection of a Quit Natio- 
nal League franchise, 
and the report suggests 
a corporate structure 
for such an entity with 
the federation itself, its 
member clubs, and 
private individuals as 
shareholders. __ 

The report skirts the 
issue of Canberra Me- 
tros’. continuing mem- 
bership of the NSW 
League, but at the 
launch, ACTSF presi- 
dent Ron Watkins re- 
peated that the federa- 
tion has no objection to 
the Metros continuing 
to play in that competi- 
tion. 


“We certainly want 
to improve the strength 
of our own local league 
and [ admit that would 
happen if the Metros’ 
players moved into it,” 
he said. ‘‘However, 
that could only come 
about after consulta- 
tion. 

““The Metros are 

doing an excellent job 
in the NSW League and 
they are there with the 
support of the federa- 
tion. 
“Their continuation 
there is not just a matter 
for us. The NSW Lea- 
gue’s own program will 
have a bearing.” 

Watkins said the next 
stage will involve con- 
sultation with the clubs 
before moving on to the 
implementation of the 
report’s recommenda- 
tions. 

“Tt would be fair to 
indicate that the se- 
venth non-institutional 
clubs currently in the 
First Division will be in 


the running for posi- 
tions as major clubs un- 
der the report, but we 
would be expecting 
them to make proposals 
if they consider filling 
those roles,’’ Watkins 
said. 
“The quality of admi- 
nistration of these clubs 
is such that they could 
make such proposals. 


“T cannot make an 
accurate prediction on 
a time frame for this— 
that will be a matter for 
the clubs, but we wil! be 
moving as quickly as 
possible.”

AROUND THE NATION

THE concept of 
finals deciding the 
Victorian Premier 
League champion- 
ship for the first 
time has been gree- 
ted with caution by 
club coaches. 

Although the general 
opinion is that commer- 
cially the finals series 
will be a big winner for 
the Premier League, 
most believe it goes 
against the grain of the 
tradition of the game. 

A final five series, 
identical to the play-off 
system utilised by the 
NSL, is likely to be- 
come a reality for the 
Premier League in 
1992. 

The Victorian Soccer 
Federation Board of 
Management recently 
approved the change, 
but the dramatic chan- 
ge cannot be introdu- 
ced until voted on by all 
VSF member clubs at 
the next AGM. 

It will be the first time 
in 33 years of Federation 
history that the Victori- 
an title will have been 
decided by anything 
other than the traditio- 
nal first-past-the-post 
system. 

Croydon City coach 
Tan Dobson, who has 
recently been re-ap- 
pointed to that position 
for the next two years, 
knows the value of the 
top five system. 

Dobson was at the 
heart of the Preston 
Makedonia defence 
when that club charged 
from fifth on the ladder 
into the 1985 Southern 
Division NSL grand fi- 
nal against Juventus. 


From the point of 
view of interest, he 
sees the finals as a 
winnet. 


“It 'l certainly stop 
the traditional end-of- 
season games where 
teams have nothing to 
play for”, Dobson said 
recently. 

“It keeps the pres- 
sure on until the end of 
the season and that ma- 
kes for interest for spec- 
tators and players. 

“In that way it’s a 
good idea. 

“But even though it 
works well for the spec-

tators, I’ve got to say 
that I’m a traditionalist 
and in my mind, if you 
win the league, you win 
the league. 


“But I can acknow- 
lege that it is an Austra- 
lian way of life”. 

Morwell’s Bobby 
McLachlan is outspo- 
ken against the con- 
cept, but admitted he 
hadn’t really contem- 
plated the idea of a Pre- 
mier League grand 
final. 

“I suppose it is what 
you are conditioned to 
really”, he told 
ABSW. 

“To me Juventus 
deserves to wins this 
year’s title for what 
they’ve done over the 
season. 


“You win the 
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championship because 
you are better than any- 
one else. 

“It seems a wee bit 
crazy that you can work 
hard for 26 weeks and 
then, in the space of 
three weeks, you can go 
under”. 


McLachlan is cynical 
of the motives behind 
the introduction of the 
finals to Victoria, be- 
lieving the money-spin- 
ning aspect was a key to 
making the choice. 

“If you want a top 
four system, make it as 
a separate competi- 
tion”, he savs. 

“T don’t think you 
can be considered 
champions over three 
or four games but to pit 
the best teams against 
each other is acceptable 
in a separate competi- 
tion”. 

Mclachlan says the 
only value of the finals 
system is in the promo- 
tional aspect of the 
series. 

“But I’m against 
it”, he says. 

“No one is right or 
wrong and in the end it’s 
a matter of if the people 
want it, then that’s may- 


d steady 


be the way we should 
go”. 

Bulleen boss Andy 
Bozikas, himself a 
grand final winner with 
Heidelberg in 1980, is 
all for the idea. 

Even though, 
according to him, first 
past the post deserves 
the champions tag. 

“The thing with the 
top five series is that the 
in-form team at the 
time always benefits”, 
he explained. 

“But it is a good 
thing in terms of in- 
terest and it certainly 
brings in the crowds. 

“There is more in- 
terest in the top five, 
there is certainly sup- 
port for it and, usually, 
the top two teams end 
up fighting it out (in the 
grand final). 

“Yes, I go along 
with it”. 

Although all VSF 
member clubs will vote 
on the change, only the 
Premier League will be 
affected next season, 
with championship 
standings still deciding 
the promotion and rele- 
gation issues down 
through the lower 
leagues. 


Sport and politics 
not a mix in Canberra

The Canberra Metro 
board of directors 
made the right deci- 
sion for the wrong 
reason when it can- 
celled the NSW 
League game with 
Avala. 

In doing so it insisted 
its motives were phi- 
losophical — it did not 
believe as a mainly Croa- 
tian supported club it 
should be playing games 
with a Serbian-backed 
team when the two com- 
munities were at each 
other’s throats in Yugos- 
lavia. 

By taking this tack the 
Metros will leave them- 
selves exposed to the 
argument they are play- 
ing European politics on 
Australian soil; that they 
are replicating old 
hatreds and prejudices 
which have no place in 
the country and they are 
enforcing the general 
view of soccer as an un- 
Australian activity. 

That is something 
which the administrators 
of the game, locked firm- 
ly into the Bradley Re- 
port, do not want to hear. 


It is likely Canberra will 
be punished just as much 
for introducing it as for 
disrupting the NSW 
League’s program. 

And yet, given the 
possibilities arising from 
this game, it is clearly 
correct that it did not go 
ahead. 

The Metros, and the 
ACT police, were kid- 
ding themselves if they 
believed they could have 
guaranteed the safety of 
spectators. The facts are 
that the rising tide of vio- 
lence in Yugoslavia is 
spilling into Australia; 
reports indicate that 
shots, thankfully without 
casualties, have already 
been fired in this coun- 
try. As is often the case in 
these affairs, events hap- 
pen too quickly to be 
clearly assessed. What 
seems reasonable on one 
day is out of the question 
the next. 

All indications are that 
there would have been a 
crowd of around 2000 at 
the game, including a 
large minority of Avala 
supporters. At that num- 
ber the areas set aside to 
segregate the fans would 
have been over-flowing, 


leaving the options of 
shutting the gates and 
transfering the problem 
to surrounding streets or 
allowing spectators to 
move round the ground 
into the practice pitch 
area which would have 
provided an almost pur-, 
pose-built battle field. 

And there is another, 
even more sinister fac- 
tor. With the best will in 
the world, Deakin Oval 
is not Heathrow Airport; 
it would have needed just 
one nut-case with a Ram- 
bo delusion and a smug- 
gled firearm for mayhem 
to have resulted.
